IN TEXAS, the UFO sightings 
continue. 

For the second night in a row 
near Bowie, as of mid-October, 
residents have recorded seeing 
UFO*s in the sky. 

A Bowie police dispatcher said 
several callers Oct. 16th describ¬ 
ed three different objects floating 
above the city. 

Similar reports of UFO 
sightings the same night were 
inade in Denton (Tx.) and 
southern Oklahoma. 

At 9:45 p.m. Tuesday the 17th. 
another UFO sighting was 
reported to Bowie police. 

The caller described the “ob¬ 
ject” as “white light coming down 
with red and flashing lights on 
both sides,” a pofice dispatcher 
said. 

No explanation has been made 
at press time. 

The story on Sr. Eric Gairy, of 
Grenada, in the West Indies, is to 
say the least interesting. He’s the 
prime minister of the tiny island 
of 120,000 people. He said recent¬ 
ly he has seen two UFO’s in the 
last three years, the second time 
earlier from a hotel room in 
Grenada. 

He predicts: “The time is going 
to come . . . when everybody on 
Earth will have to pay attention 
to the UFO phenomenon.” 

Gairy, who says he’s more 
“mystic than politician” refused 
to confine himself to “global boun¬ 
daries.” 

In 1977, Gairy succeeded in get¬ 
ting UFOs on the General 
Assembly’s agenda. The result 
was an agreement that any coun¬ 
try with information or ideas on 
the subject could send them to 
U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim. 


However, in the year since 
Waldheim has made no public 
mention of cooperation from 
member nations. Gairy was back 
at the United Nations earlier in 
October of ’78 to make his case 
again. 

“It would be very conceited for 
man to think he is the most in¬ 
telligent of God’s creatures.” 

Up in Stockton, Illinois, a 
UFO was spotted by Stockton 
Policeman Dennis Jagodzin- 
ski in September, who de¬ 
scribed the object as “a close 
encounter of the first kind”, 
when he saw the large disc¬ 
like object with blinking 
lights in the sky late in the 
night. 

About 11:30 several calls 
came into the Stockton Police 
Department, all on the same 
subject — an unidentified 
flying object. Jagodzinski 
said he took a drive and ob¬ 
served the object in the sky 
for about 45 minutes. 

He described it as round 
with a red pulsating light in 
the middle. Around the disc 
were blue, green, yellowish- 
orange and white lights. He 
said that when the red light 
dimmed the other lights 
would go on, one at a time. 

“I know it was something 
solid, not a star and not an 
aircraft. I was in the Air 
Force for four years and I 
never saw anything like it.” 

According to Jagodzinski, 
the object moved laterally 
to the right and then to the 
left for about 25 minutes then 
made small circles in the sky 
and finally drifted up — slow¬ 
ly. “As far as I know it went 
out of sight.” 


Once he got to the scene, he 
called another officer to veri¬ 
fy what he observed. 

Steve Allendorf, a Jo Dai 
vess, accompanied Jagodzin¬ 
ski and confirmed his descrip¬ 
tion. 

“I saw the same thing,” 
he said, and declined to ans¬ 
wer any further questions, 
saying more information 
would have to come from su¬ 
periors. 

A spokesman at the Great¬ 
er Rockford Airport control 
tower said there were no air¬ 
craft or meterological equip¬ 
ment in the area at that time. 

According to the Chicago 
Air Route Traffic Control 
Center, which monitors high- 
altitude jets and weather bal¬ 
loons, there were no such 


vehicles in the sky. 

Jagodzinski said uncon¬ 
firmed reports of such sight¬ 
ings have been coming into 
Stockton Police Department 
for about two weeks. The 
sightings have occurred to 
the west and north of Stock 
ton, according to the reports, 
he said. 


UFO Spotted in Portugal 

LISBON — Dozens of Por¬ 
tuguese bombarded the national 
radio station the night of August 
30 with reports of a large uniden¬ 
tified flying object hovering over 
Lisbon. According to the callers, 
the craft was a large round object 
festooned with bright red and 
white lights that flew about 150 
to 250 yards above the ground.

Taxi driver Terry Bishop took the picture on his Polaroid camera after

But it was certainly not an 
aircraft, or anything else known to 
man. 

“People have tried to suggest it 
was a fireball of some kind, but 
this had its own power source. 

“I wish there was a logical ex¬ 
planation.'’ 

Bishop says he first noticed a 
brilliant yellow and orange light 
flashing across the sky when he 
was getting ready for bed about 
*2:45 a.m. 


•‘For several seconds I stood mo¬ 
tionless, looking at it through the 
window,” he adds. “It was moving 
at a steady pace and giving off an 
incredible glow. 

“Out in the garden I realized the 
object was about half a mile away, 
although it was difficult to judge 
distance and speed because it was 
dark and there were no visible 
landmarks. 

“It was oval-shaped and about 
the size of a double-decker bus. 
The whole thing was on a horizon¬ 
tal plane, tilted at what seemed a 
rather awkward angle.

film and decided to get a picture. 
At this stage the object was still 
moving, though not very quickly. 

“I took one shot, went inside to 
wait for it to develop, and found 
that it hadn’t been a success. 

“When I went back outside, to 
my amazement the object was sta¬ 
tionary — just hovering there. 

“It didn’t give oti any direct 
light, but glowed bright. The top 
and bottom were almost red and 
the central area was yellow and 
orange. 

“Across its middle was a dark 
line, almost like a rim, with three 
small dark semi-circular spots 
evenly spaced apart. 


“I took my second shot, making 
sure I changed the light control on 
the camera." As I went indoors, the 
object started to move slowly up¬ 
wards.
